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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The year 1981 can best be summed up as the year of snow, snow, and more 
snow. After being spoiled for the last two years we were rudely brought back 
to reality and with it came the concerns of the townspeople. We have ad- 
dressed the problems of plowing private roads, the cleaning up of Main 
Street, and how to maintain open sidewalks. We can only ask that people be 
understanding and tolerant and accept that we are trying our best to deal 
with a difficult situation. 


The second major concern of most people has been garbage pickup—we 
have tried to maintain our policy of a one-day delay when storms have 
disrupted our regular schedule. A storm on Wednesday results in Wednes- 
day’s route being done on Thursday and Thursday’s route being done on Fri- 
day. A Thursday storm results in pickup on Friday. We ask that the 
townspeople use their best judgement about when trash should not be put 
out because of a storm. 


The study committees formed after last years town meeting have been ac- 
tive in the areas of a new town garage, a landfill site, and a micro computer 
for the town. These will be reported on at town meeting with proposals for 
consideration by the people. 


Other areas of concern that have come under consideration by the select- 
men are: 


1. The effects on the town budget which will result from the federal and 
state government attempting to pass costs down to the town. Most notible 
are in the areas of town welfare and the reduction of payments to the town 
from the Meals & Rooms Tax, and Interest & Dividends Tax, which we an- 
ticipate will be cut in half. A decrease in funding for the education of the 
handicapped and a possible reduction in Sweepstakes monies to the school 
district will also have an adverse effect on the school tax. The 1981 tax rate 
saw an increase of 16.5% for the school portion of the tax; we can only urge 
the school committee to do its utmost to maintain programs and costs at the 
present level. The taxpayers of Tilton cannot afford to underwrite increases 
of this magnitude. 


2. The cost of court placement of minors is another area where cost to the 
town has had a significant impact. We are presenily underwriting such a 
placement at a cost of over $1,000.00 per month. Under the present law we 
have no control or input into such placements—we have requested our 
representatives to the General Court to review this law and modify it so that | 
this impact can be lessened. 


3. We are continuing to monitor the progress of the Route 3-11 by-pass 
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and oppose its construction as directed at the 1980 town meeting. As more 
and more costs are handed down from above, the importance of this opposi- 
tion becomes greater and greater. We cannot afford the impact of taking 
thousands of dollars from our tax base because of the taking of land and the 
removal of homes which will result from the building of this road. 


We wish to applaud Mr. Donald Joscelyn for his work in bringing about 
the dedication of the Cannon Bridge; a report on the dedication ceremony is 
presented in another part of the Town Report. 


We are again happy to report that at the end of 1981 the Town was ina 
good financial position. All tax anticipation notes had been paid off and we 
had a balance in the General Fund of over $180,000.00 to start the new year. 


It seems fitting at this time that a resolution should be on the Town records 
giving credit to a person who has served the Town of Tilton for many years. 


The Town of Tilton wishes to recognize the services that Elmo J. Svenson 
has given the Town as Supervisor of the Checklist from 1962 to 1982, as 
Sewer Commissioner from 1981 to 1982, and the numerous committees he 
has served on in past years. 


He has unselfishly given much help to other town officers, and spent many 
long and anxious hours on the Town problems. It is with sincere apprecia- 
tion that we present this resolution. 


Finally, we wish to express our appreciation to the employees of the town; 
their continued efforts to work for our best interests should not go un- 
noticed.

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SECOND SESSION,MARCH 14, 1981 
At Winnisquam Regional High School 


The second session of the 1981 Town Meeting was called to order at 10:08 
a.m. by the Moderator, Mr. Michael Baker. Announcements as to the 
running of the meeting were given and Mr. Arthur Abbott was called upon to 
offer a prayer. 

Mr. Baker introduced the deputy moderator, selectmen, budget 
committee members and the town clerk. The moderator welcomed the press, 
visitors and non-voting members of the community. The Town Clerk was 
then called upon to read the minutes of the first session, election of officers, 
held on March 10. A motion to accept minutes as read was made by Donald 
Joscelyn, motion seconded. No discussion, motion passed unanimously. 


Article No. 2 Motion made by Mr. Joscelyn to raise and appropriate the 
sum of three hundred dollars as one half the cost of the plaque for the Brig. 
Gen. Andrew B. Cannon Memorial Bridge, motion seconded. Mr. Joscelyn 
explained the cost of the plaque and what was involved with installing the 
sign. The motion was voted on and passed with a unanimous vote. 


Article No. 3 Mr. Bowler made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum 
of five hundred dollars to be placed in the Recreation Council Fund for use 
for the eventual construction of a community building. Motion seconded, no 
discussion. Motion passed unanimously. 


Article No. 4 Mrs. Baker made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $10,492.77 to continue the services of the Tilton-Northfield-Sanbornton 
Youth Assistance Program. Motion seconded, no discussion. Motion passed 
unanimously. 


Article No.5 Mr. Dodge made a motion to appropriate and authorize the 
withdrawal from the Revenue Sharing Fund, to include principal and 
interest, established under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance 
Act of 1972 for use as setoffs against appropriations for the following 
specific purposes and in the amounts indicated herewith. The amounts listed 
in the warrant article in the sum of $51,021.00 were voted upon. Brief discus- 
sion ensued. The article was seconded and passed by unanimous vote. 


Article No. 6 Mr. Bowler made motion to abolish the Capital Reserve 
Fund established for the Winnisquam Fire Department and transfer the 
monies to the General Fund, motion seconded by Mr. Rutherford. Mr. 
Bowler gave a brief history of the fund. Mr. Richard Montambeault made a 
motion to amend article to authorize the Town to enter into a contractual 
agreement with the Winnisquam Fire Department for services, seconded. 
The vote to amend article passed unanimously. The vote on the article as 
amended passed with a unanimous vote. 
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Article No. 7 Mr. Heber Feener made a motion to petition the Represen- 
tatives and Senators who represent the Town in the General Court to support 
in the current session of the General Court, the concurrent resolution to 
amend the State Constitution to limit the annual increase in both taxes and 
spending by the State or any City, Town, or other Governmental unit of the 
State to five percent unless approved by a % vote of those present and voting 
of such taxing or spending authority. Motion seconded. Mr. Feener then 
gave a statement on this petition. A discussion followed with comments 
from State Representatives and other members of the body. The vote on this 
article was defeated. 


Article No. 8 Mr. James Dodge made a motion to table article, seconded. 
Since a motion to table is not open to debate a vote was taken. Division vote 
was taken with 30 opposing and 29 in favor of tabling article. Motion 
defeated. The warrant article was then open for discussion. Mr. Randall as 
representative of the delegation from Belknap County gave background of 
the warrant article. Comments were made by a few voters and Chief Prescott 
was called upon to comment. After a lengthy discussion a division vote was 
taken. The count was 38 opposed to motion, 29 in favor of motion. Article 
was not passed. 


Article No. 9 Mr. Rutherford made motion to allow the Board of Select- 
men to apply for, accept and expend money from the state, federal or 
another governmental unit or a private source which becomes available 
during the year in accordance with the procedures set forth in RSA 31:05-b, 
motion seconded. No discussion. Vote passed unanimously. 


At this time a motion was made to recess for 30 minutes for lunch. Motion 
seconded, duly passed. 

Having passed the hour of 12:30 the meeting was then called back to 
order. 


Article No. 10 A motion was made by Mr. James Dodge to accept the 
Budget submitted by the Budget Committee in the amount of $678,939.33 
and pass any vote in relation thereto, duly seconded. Mr. Dodge then pro- 
ceeded to go over budget by section welcoming any questions or comments 
as each category came up. Mr. Rutherford made a motion to amend the 
Town Officers Salaries by adding $700, specifically for part-time help. Mo- 
tion seconded. The explanation for this increase was given by Mr. Ruther- 
ford. When budget was being drawn up the plans were for help from CETA 
Program. Since that time funds have been frozen for that program and we 
still need help. Motion passed. 


Questions were raised as to the differences in the Budget Committees 
recommendations and the Selectmen’s. Due to steadily increasing costs for 
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fuel, electricity, etc., the Budget Committee raised some of the categories to 
try to get a more balanced budget at the end of the year. There were no dif- 
ferences of opinion between the Committee and the Selectmen. Mr. Bowler 
made a motion to increase budget by $250 under the category Town Hall and 
other Town Buildings for the purpose of energy audit. Motion seconded, 
duly passed. 


Mr. Russell Brown made a motion to increase budget by $1200 under the 
Planning and Zoning section. This money to be used at the discretion of the 
Selectmen to enable the town to continue membership in the Lakes Region 
Planning Commission, motion seconded. Discussion held on the reason for 
this increase and the progress of the Master Plan for Tilton. The vote on this 
article passed unanimously. 


Mr. Rutherford made motion to increase budget by $11,400 under the Fire 
Department incl. Forest Fire category. He explained this and how it related 
to the capital reserve fund for the Winnisquam Fire Department. The mo- 
tion was seconded and the vote to increase was passed. Mr. James Dodge 
made a motion to further amend this item to add that $21,400 intended for 
purchase of a fire truck for use by Winnisquam Fire Department be turned 
over to the Winnisquam Fire Department only if Sanbornton and Belmont 
participate in like manner. This amendment was seconded and passed 
unanimously. 


Mr. Bowler made a motion to increase the item under Town Dump and 
Garbage Removal by $15,000, motion seconded. Explanation of situation 
regarding use of landfill and additional costs for using another facility. After 
some discussion the article was voted on and passed unanimously. 


Mr. Feener asked if there was money in budget for proper repair of the 
iron fence surrounding the Soldiers and Sailors Monument on corner of 
West Main and Winter Streets. He was told that this was already planned 
for. 


Question was raised about increase in the sewer maintenance section of the 
budget. It was explained that this was for West Street and Winter Streets to 
complete project already started. 


Mr. Bowler made a motion to decrease budget by $1500 under the interest 
and temporary loans section, seconded by Mr. Rutherford. Motion passed 
unanimously. 


Brief recess for final figures on budget. Amount to be voted on after all 
the amendments was $705,989.33. Motion passed with unanimous vote. 


Mr. Baker yielded the chair to Mr. MacGregor, the deputy moderator. 


Article No. 11 Motion made by Mr. Bowler, seconded by Mr. Rutherford 
to authorize the Selectmen to convey property acquired by the Town by Tax 
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Collector’s deed by public auction or advertised sealed bid or in such other 
manner as determined by the Selectmen as justice may require. Motion 
passed unanimously. 


Article No. 12 Motion made by Mr. Rutherford, and seconded that the 
Selectmen be authorized to request bids from an authorized firm to conduct 
an annual audit of the Town Books. No discussion, motion passed by 
unanimous vote. 


Article No. 13 Motion made by Mr. Bowler, seconded by Mr. Rutherford 
that Selectmen be authorized to appoint a committee of five members to 
study the building of a new Town Shed. Said committee to report to the 
Board of Selectmen on or before July 31, 1981. Mr. Joscelyn stated he had 
worked with committee regarding new fire station and at such time as the 
new building was usable that the Highway Department might possibly make 
use of that building which the Fire Department now uses. Motion was passed 
unanimously. 


Article No. 14 Mr. Rutherford made a motion to authorize the Selectmen 
to appoint a Committee of five members to study the purchase of a micro- 
computer for the Town. Said committee to report to the Board of Selectmen 
on or before July 31, 1981. Motion passed unanimously. 


Article No. 15 Motion made by Mr. Bowler, and seconded to adopt the 
provisions of RSA 252 (supp.) with relation to sewers. Mr. Bowler explained 
the status of the Winnipesaukee River Basin Project and what the Board has 
done in the past year with regard to the project. Question was raised about 
whether or not this was to be a ballot vote. After some discussion the article 
was passed. 


Article No. 16 Motion made by Mr. Bowler, seconded by Mr. Rutherford 
to adopt the provisions of RSA 252:19 (supp.) with relation to establishing a 
Board of Sewer Commissioners. No discussion, motion passed unanimously. 


Nominations were opened up for three members on a 3-2-1 year term. 
Members to be elected on Town ballot starting next year. 


Mr. Bowler nominated Mr. William Joscelyn for three year term, 
seconded. Motion to cease nominations, seconded, passed. 


Mr. Rutherford nominated Mr. James Walker for two year term, 
seconded. Motion to cease nominations, seconded, passed. 


Mr. Bowler nominated Mr. Elmo Svenson for one year term, seconded. 
Motion to cease nominations, seconded, passed. 


Motion by Mr. deSousa to have Town Clerk cast ballot for above three 
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persons, seconded, motion passed. 


Mr. Donald Joscelyn stated he would be glad to work in advisory capacity 
as he was on Board when most of the project done by Morgenroth trans- 
pired. 


Article No. 17 Motion by Mr. Rutherford, seconded that Town vote to 
allow a discount on early paid taxes as follows: Two percent on each bill if 
paid within thirty days of billing date. Motion by Mr. Hackett to amend 
amount of discount to 5%, motion seconded. Some of the group asked how 
this would affect the tax rates and what would happen with regard to Town’s 
borrowing as well as amount of interest Town pays on notes. Vote on 
amending to 5% was defeated. Vote on original motion passed. 


Article No. 18 Motion made by Mr. Rutherford, seconded, authorizing 
the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. Motion passed 
unanimously. 


Article No. 19 Mr. Bowler made motion to accept reports of officers and 
agents as printed in Town Report, duly seconded. Vote to accept was passed 
unanimously. 


Article No. 20 Mr. Rutherford made a motion to appoint a committee of 
three members to study the problem of waste disposal and report back to 
Selectmen by July 31, 1981. Motion seconded. Question raised as to whether 
this was enough time to accurately make a study. Mr. Rutherford then was 
asked to accept a date of August 31, 1981 for study to be reported to Board. 
He accepted this change and motion was passed. 


Article No. 21 The moderator was asked by Chief Prescott to express his 
thanks to the Selectmen and the Budget Committee for their fine job in 
preparation of the 1981 budget. 


Mr. Bowler read a letter of commendation to Mr. Clement Hamilton from 
the Board and the citizens of Tilton for his fine work in this community. A 
copy of this letter to be recorded with the Town Records. 


Mr. Dodge rose to thank Mr. Terry deSousa for his work on the Budget 
Committee and for helping when a vacancy arose. 


Mr. Patrick Clark rose to thank all who help in the Town whether volun- 
teers or paid employees. Everyone does a fine job. 


Mr. Baker announced the Fire District meeting would be held Monday, 
March 16, at the High School. 


Anyone elected at the polls or appointed could be sworn in immediately 
after meeting. 
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Motion made to adjourn meeting, seconded. Meeting adjourned at 2:25 
p.m.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT 


To the Members of the Board of Selectmen

We have examined the combined financial statements and the combining 
statements of the Town of Tilton, New Hampshire, as of and for the year 
ended December 31, 1980, as listed in the table of contents. Our examination 
was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards and, 
accordingly, included such tests of the accounting records and such other 
auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances.

TOWN OF TILTON POLICE DEPARTMENT 
Report of Chief of Police 


In 1981, we again sustained an increase in burglaries (home and business 
break-in’s) similar to that in 1978. Then we had 49 burglaries. In 1979 and 
1980 we kept them to 27 and 29 respectively. This year we experienced 37 
burglaries. I attribute this to three problems. 1. The depressed economic 
situation; 2. The reduction of State Police Patrol due to fuel shortages; 
3. The elimination of the County Patrol. It is impossible to determine which 
of the three had the greatest effect on this activity. In addition to this in- 
crease, we also had an increase in domestic and public violence. Family 
disputes numbered 26 this year compared to last years 1. Breaches of Peace 
were 82 this year and 13 last year. This seems to be brought on by the ever in- 
creasing economic crunch. In 1980, we handled a total of 660 offenses, this 
year the total came to 1294 which is just about double the activity. With this 
in mind it’s difficult for me to understand why some consider the Police 
Department a luxury which should be eliminated or reduced to a part-time 
agency. 


In another area, there has been alot of talk emanating from Laconia that the 
small Towns aren’t paying their fair share in the operation of the District 
Court. In reply, the Tilton Police Department generated $20,575.00 in fines 
imposed on Tilton cases. Seems to me this is a fair share. 


A tragic accident involving Officer Mike Beadle nearly took his life. He has 
~ made a remarkable recovery and is back on the job. He and I wish to extend 
our Thanks for the many cards and expressions of concern for him. I’m sure 
this assisted his recovery a great deal. 


In February, I celebrate my Tenth year with the Tilton Police Department 
and I’m proud to have been part of its moulding into a stable, respected and 
professional Police Agency, it hasn’t come easy but good things rarely do. 


I look forward to another successful ten years and I know with your con- 
tinued support I’ll make it.

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REPORT OF THE ROAD AGENT 


During 1981 the Tilton Highway Department installed a culvert across Mt. 
View Drive. Replaced culverts and catch basins at Pine & Linden, Pine & 
Chestnut, Route 3 & Peabody St., and Lancaster Heights. Basin grates were 
raised and culverts cleaned at both ends of Birch Drive. Culverts were 
cleaned on Calef Hill Road & Pleasant Drive. 

Working with the Town of Northfield grader, Lancaster Heights was 
shimmed with 255 tons of asphalt. Ditches on Westwood Drive cleaned and 
the entrance repaired. The town’s two dirt roads were graded and gravel 
hauled to low spots. In return Tilton trucks were used to haul gravel, asphalt 
mix, and back sand on sealing jobs. 

The sewer manhole at Park Road & Route 3 settled, blocking the outlet 
pipe. This undermined the road and a gaping hole suddenly appeared. The 
broken pipe was replaced and the manhole backfilled. 

The manhole at upper Winter Street was connected with new 6” PVC pipe 
to the Winter Street main line. A new house connection was installed at up- 
per Highland Avenue and various pipes cleared of tree roots or other 
blockage. Quite a bit of time was used working with the engineers designing 
the new sewer system, locating pipes and manholes and checking elevations. 

Approximately 809’ of sidewalk was cleared of 6” of dirt and 300' of new 
asphalt layed in Lochmere. 

The cemetary fence at Lancaster Hill Road was replaced and sunken spots 
filled and seeded. Grass was mowed at the seven other cemetaries as well as 
the Island and Soldier’s monument. 

Various street signs were put up and several dead trees removed. 

Projects for next year include TRA for West Street (if the engineers can 
decide where the sewers are to go), drainage for Circle Drive, continuing the 
sidewalk program in Lochmere, paving Lancaster Heights, improve 
drainage and seal Northern Shores.

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YOUTH ASSISTANCE PROGRAM 


1981 was a year of change and progress for the Youth Assistance Program. 
We have been incorporated as a ‘‘separate entity’’ from the three towns. Asa 
non-profit corporation, we were granted tax-exempt status by the Internal 
Revenue Service. This permits YAP to seek tax-deductible contributions 
from interested corporations, private foundations, and individuals. We 
hope that such fundraising activities will serve to supplement the financial 
support provided by the towns. The decision to ‘‘separate’’ from the towns 
was deemed essential in order to minimize the financial burden on the local 
taxpayers while continuing to provide a variety of important services to the 
youth of the area. 


Throughout 1981, the Youth Assistance Program handled 233 juvenile 
cases. Approximately forty-three percent of these youngsters were residents 
of Tilton. Included in the total figure were 40 court diversion cases, where 
juveniles were referred by the police departments for criminal offenses. 
Thirty-five of these individuals were brought before the Juvenile Review 
Board to be held accountable for their behavior. It should be noted that, 
since 1979, the number of police referrals has decreased dramatically (92 in 
1979; 68 in 1980; 40 in 1981). This suggests a substantial drop in juvenile 
crime in the tri-town area, which has been YAP’s primary goal since it was 
established in 1975. 


The number of youngsters coming into the Youth Assistance Program on 
their own (self-referrals) has nearly doubled in the last two years. There were 
119 such cases in 1981. We are confident that this increase indicates a greater 
awareness among area youth that YAP exists for them. It gives them a place 
to talk or to learn how to better cope during their often difficult and con- 
fusing developmental years. When this segment of the program—prevention 
—is properly utilized, it enables youngsters to deal with problems in an 
appropriate manner, rather than resorting to anti-social behavior. 


During 1981, activities sponsored by the Youth Assistance Program in- 
cluded: the Teen-Awareness lecture series (involving 32 kids); two Baby- 
sitting/Childcare courses (involving 20 kids); the ‘‘Anything Group’’ (a 
weekly discussion group for adolescent girls); Companion Program (match- 
ing adolescents with pre-adolescents for summer activities); two ‘‘For 
Parents Only’? programs; Summer Youth Employment Program; and 
arrangements were made for nine youngsters to attend summer camp. Other 
services offered by YAP on a continuing basis include drop-in counseling, 
short-term counseling, as well as an information and referral service with 
other youth-oriented agencies. We have also had considerable success with 
students from New Hampshire Technical Institute and New Hampshire Col- 
lege in completing field placements/practicums with YAP. 
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The Youth Assistance Program was initially developed to provide an 
alternative to the over-burdened, and often ineffective, juvenile justice 
system. While that function continues to play an important role in our pro- 
gram, diversion only deals with youngsters ‘‘after the fact’’—subsequent to 
an offense. Therefore, YAP has expanded its services to the towns. We are 
committed to working with children and their families in an attempt to main- 
tain alow rate of juvenile delinquency. The most effective means of ensuring 
that goal is to work with youth BEFORE they ‘‘act out’”’ in the community. 
Our primary focus, therefore, also involves the PREVENTION of delin- 
quency. The reduction in police referrals and the increase in self-referrals 
suggests the preventative approach is working! In the coming months, we 
plan to repeat some of the successful programs and develop new ones as well, 
each aimed at helping youngsters develop into responsible young adults. 


We would like to express our thanks to the office of the Board of Select- 
men and Budget Committee for their understanding and cooperation during 
the laborious task of ‘‘separating’’ YAP from the towns. As an independent 
agency, we will continue to provide effective services to the youth (and 
parents) of Northfield, Sanbornton, and Tilton. Yet, we do so with the in- 
tention of relieving, as much as possible, the financial burden on the tax- 
paying citizens of all three communities. It is our hope that the combination 
of funding by the towns and contributions from the private sector will permit 
YAP to expand its diversion and prevention programs. The Youth Assist- 
ance Program, now in its seventh year, has operated and will continue to 
operate with the philosophy that ‘‘the future of these communities is directly 
related to the ‘outcome’ of our youth.’’

Open Halls on Friday nights have been a very popular program and en- 
_joyed by all. This program is carried through until May. During the summer 
many of the children have so many other activities with their families or are 
away and participation is very low. 

In April a program in movement dance was started, swim-n-gym at the 
YMCA and another indoor game tournament was held. 

We held our basketball banquet for the two teams and their parents and 
over one hundred people attended. 

This year we sponsored a group of sixty children for the ‘‘Jump Rope for 
Heart’’ for the Heart Fund. We raised approximately $1,200.00 and I wish 
to thank all the children who jumped rope. Hopefully, we can make it an an- 
nual event.

During 1981 the Board of Directors of the Tilton—Northfield District 
Nurse Association have continued to endeavor to find additional services to 
offer to the residents of our communities. Cutbacks in funds available to our 
resident patients have affected our home health care agency as they have so 
many other service agencies.

One of the largest ‘‘projects’’ of the year is during the holiday season. 
Every known resident who is in a nursing home is remembered with a gift 
and a personal visit. Children are often clothed and toys distributed to some 
of them. Food baskets are coordinated with a large number of local 
organizations through this office. Other requests for assistance are granted 
when possible.
